Energy. 

Otic of the faults which I have 
often noticed in the d<>» f, is alack 
of energy. They seem to think that 
because I hey are deaf they are not 
bound to make any effort to improve. 
Ina few weeks, a number of the pu- 
pils of the different institutions will 
leave school for ever, and to them I 
wish to say a few words 

When a man is done with school 
li is education is not completed — in 
fact, it has only commenced. Schools, 

while they lay the foundations of an 

education can never finish it., neither 
is a man's education finished even if 

he goes through college, and wins 

every prize in the whole oonrse. The 

purposes of schools and colleges hit 
to help man to hell) himself — in other 
words, to leach him to think. In 
fact, they are just like nurses. They 
take care of a man until he is able 
to take care of himself. After that 

period has arrived, their work is 
done, and each must strike out. for 
limaelf. One's education is never 
finished in this world ; there is til- 
ways something lo learn, and no one 
can, by any possibility, know enough. 
Longfellow beautifully expresses this 

idea in his Pnalm of Life: 

" Ufa is real ; liffl ii earnest : 

Anil tlio ojkve is not Its (joal ; 
Dii-tlliim ait, to diiHt it'tnrnt'xt 

Was not tpuIsM of the »ont." 

The soul is of a great deal more 
importance than the body. A person 
may loose nearly all bis senses, he 
disabled in e\ery way, and yet rise 

triumphant above all these disadvan- 
tages. Provided a man's brain is all 
right, it matters very tittle if he is 

deaf. Of course it is hard, and sad 
to be deaf, but what is tho use of 
mourning over that foot ? It only 
makes ourselves and isvery one else 
uncomfortable.

Take advantage of every Opportu- 
nity to improve your education. Read 

its much as yon can. Good books 

ire cheap, and about the best invest- 
ment a person can make. If you 
cannot afford both books and to- 
bacco, belter do without, the latter. 
'•But we have no lime to read,"] 
think I hoar some one say. That is 
a great mistake. It. does not lake as 
much time as you imagine to read 
a book through. A few minutes 
every day will accomplish wonders. 
I once read of an Irishman, wdto 
was very anxious to own, and road the 
New Testament. Rooks were scarce, 
and dear at that time — this happen- 
ed over a hundred ytMrs ago — and 
the man was very poor. His master 
owned a copy of the Bible, and kepi 

it in Ihc window of his hall — for he 

was a country squire. Tho peasant 

did not like to ask him to lend hint 
the book, so he went, and asked linn 
to give him permission to sib in the 
hall after his day's work was done. 
and copy it. The desired permission 
was granted, and the peasant, came 
every evening after working hard all 
day. and copied as much as he could, 
until he copied the whole Testament. 
That is a good specimen of energy 
rightly directed. The gentleman 
was so much pleased that be bought 

the manuscript copy, and had it ex- 
hibited by one of the religious so- 
cieties of Ireland. If a poor Irish- 
man could show such energy in or- 
der to acquire knowledge a is dis 
graceful in the mules, of America. 
to remain ignorant while surrounded 
by such a multitude of good, cheap 
bonks. 

How it. may be with Other schools, 
1 do not know, but Kanwood has 
splendid shops, where different trades 
are taught. In my time, the carpen- 
ter shop was a crazy shed, which 
always looked as if it was on the point. 
of tumbling down ; the tailor's and 
shoemaker's rooms were under the 
school rooms, in a damp, dark base 

ment, which was well calculated to 

give the boys wdto were there the 
blues, if it did not give them the 
rheumatism. Now all that baa been 

changed. The shops are light, and 
cheerful, and there is no danger of 
the blues, or rheumatism. 1 have 
often regretted that. I did not learn a 
trade, while at school I did once 
apply to the master ol the carpen- 
ter shop to leach me his trade, but 

was met with a refusal on the idea 

that 1 would spoil bis tools. A trade 
throughly learned is a good thing, for 
one is then independent, ("anon 
Karrar, in his life of Christ savs, "To 
the Greeks and Romans till the me- 
chanical trades were mean, vnglar. 
Contemptible, and were therefore left 
to slaves. The. Tews, with a truer and 
nobler wisdom, etfacled that every 
boy nhould learn a trade, and said 



wise ' that 
Saul was 



with Rabbi Jnda * kho 
' labor honors tbe laborer 
n tent-maker. Dp to the age of for- 
ty, Babbi Johanau, son of Zapkai, 
afterwards President, of the Banhed- 
vin | the supreme council of the Jews], 
was, like Mahomet, a' merchant; the 
Rabbi Jnda and Menaheni were bak- 
ers; Rabbi Kliczer, supreme president 
of the schools of Alexandria, was a 
smith; Babbi Lsmael, a needle-maker, 
Babbi Josa Men ChsJaphta, a tanner. 
The Rabbis even assumed and rejoiced 
in the lilies of Rabbi Johanau, Rab- 
bi Simon, the weaver, etc. Labor and 
learning were in the eyes of the 
Rabbis, good antidotes against sinful 
thoughts." 

The Rabbis, while they thought 
highly of the trades, spoke very con- 
temptuously Of ignorant, uneducated 
workmen. The Itabbis mentioned 
above were fatuous for their learning, 
so famous that their names have been 
remembered, tilt hough they have been 
in their graves over a thousand years. 
With them, education and trades 
were united, and that is just as it 

should be. .1 have as thorough a con- 
tempt for an ignorant workman, who 
is willing to remain in a. state of igno- 
rance any one else can have, and in 
fact a great contempt for ignorance 

wherever it may be found, but 1 do 
not sec anyneoeaaity for a person to be 

ignorant, or clownish, because he pur- 
sue a trade for a living. The reason 
why trades arc looked down upon by 
some people is that, some of those 
who pursue them arc ignorant and 
unrefined, but so are a great many 
very rich men. In fact, intelligent, 
well educated, refined persons, arc to 

be found in every station in life, and 
one's business has nothing to do with 
it. A trade should be thoroughly 
mastered in order to bo of any use 
— slipshod work will not do. At 
Kanwood the pupils can master a 
trade while gaining an education, and 
thus " kill two birds with one stone," 

and save a great of valuable time. 

I was greatly struck during a re- 
cent, visit to Fan wood, by some pic- 
tures painted by some of the pupils. 
I do not pretend bo know much about 
art. but 1 thought they were very 
well done, nnd was under the impres- 
sion that they had been bought until 
informed to the contrary. Some 
maps were splendidly done by a class 
of little girls. I could scarcely believe 
that they drew and colored them. 
Verily we live in an age of progress, 
and old Fan wood has improved im- 
mensely since I was a pupil in her 

venerable, walla.

A. W. Mann, the missionary 
to the deaf-mutes, arrived iu this city, 
Saturday afternoon, and in the even 
ing held a service for the mute resi 
dents of Boekford at St. MarvV 
chain 1. There were ten of this class 
present, and Mr. Mann preached. 
taking for his subject baptism and 
confirmation. At 3 r ji Sunday, an- 
other service, technically called a 
"combined service,*' was In Id at ihe 
church, and three adult deaf mutes re 
eeived the sacrament of baptism. 
Rev. \V. A. Snyder read the evening 
and baptismal services orally, and 

Mr. Mann interpreted simultaneously. 

Bishop McLaren was present, ami 
was deeply interested. At the s.r 
vice Mr. Mann presented four candi 
dates to the Bishop for continuation, 
With Several Other persons who were 
presented by Rev, Mr. Snyder, the 
rector. 

Mr. Mann left early this moraine, 
for Cleveland, from whence he ex- 
pects iu a few days to go to several 
other of missions where numbers are 
awaiting confirmation. He is a very 
zealous worker in the cause of Christ, 
and the good these occasional visits 
.lo the mutes is considerably shut out 
as I hey are from a general participa- 
tion in the worship of tho hearing 
and speaking class. 

Apropos to the above, a statemrni 
concerning the work of tho Episcopal 
church, in relation to deaf-mutes, 
might prove of due interest. In ihe 
year I860, a Bible class of this peo- 
ple was formed in New York City 
h grew with great rapidity and form 
od the nucleus of St. Ann's Church 
for Deaf Mutes, which was founded 
I wo years later. It is situated on 
West lSth Street, noir 5th Avenue. 
Its rector, Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., }S a hearing and sp e ak ing 
gentleman. But from having been 
associated with deaf mutes from child 
hood, he is thoroughly versed iu sign 
language. 

In 18S3, a society known as the 
Church Mission to Deaf Mutes was 
organized, with the object of extend 
ing the work of the church among this 
people, who from Iheir peculiar in- 
tirniy are cut oil from the methods 
of worshiping and religious instrue 
tion pertaining to those who have the 
use of all their faculties. For some 
years its work was confined to the 
Now England and Middle Slates 

In 1S73 Lev. Mr. Mann, then a 
teacher at the Michigan institution 
for the education of deaf-mules, re- 
ceived a Lay B aider's license from 
llie bishop, and occasionally official ed 
in Flint, Detroit and Jackson. Two 
years later his connection with 
I hat school ceased. lie then gave 
hisTntiro attention to itinerary work, 
not only in the dioceses of Miehi 
gan. but also in several other dioceses, 
including that of Illinois. 
He was ordained to the ministry 

by Bishop Bedell, at Grace Church, 
Bedell, Ohio. Ho is one of only three 
deaf-mute clergymen in tho entire 
world. He has missions in the prin- 
cipal cities, visiting them at stated 
times, and holds services in lh 
language at PitUburg, Clevelnn 
Ctiinati, Detroit, Chicago, St. L mis 
and Indianapolis. These places are 
visited on Sundays. Biekford was 
visited for tbe tirsl limn in the spring 

of 1879. 0*'ing to pressure of work 
peculiar to a large field, the visits 
to this important p Met have not been 
as frequent as they should tic.

the Deuf and Dumb and Blind, at 
Berkeley, he would have modified his 
saying. The blind have not bean 
made to ecc, noi the deaf to hear, but 
the dumb have learned to talk. Four 
pa n t in previous to the writer's visit 
to the Jnsiit.ntion, a lady came from 
New York to tench urticuliu ion to the 
deaf-mutes in Berkeley. Her train- 
ing in elocution MM seven years 
•pent in a New York Institution for 
the deaf and dumb, bad well fitted her 
for her present duties. The writer 
«ww several of her pupils when they 
liad received but four weeks instrnc- 
tiot). " The boy," "the cow." real 
the mutes from the blackboard slowly 
and indistinctly. But they did read 
— they could pronounce the word*. 
That was one point gained. How 
hard they tried 1 The teacher point- 
to the board and then said the 
words. They watched the motion of 
her li|>8, and put their lingers np to 
! the vibration of the sound. Then 
the lagan went to their own lips, and 
tlicy tried to put them in shape to 
make the same utterance. Then she 
placed their bands on her throat or 
her chest, to feel the motion as she 
sounded the aspirates, and they tried 
again and again. Their ears caught 
no sound to reward their pains, but a 
satisfied nod from the teacher caused 
them to beam with smiles. Four 
months of instruction has proved her 
tuition a decided success. The 
voice* that said " the boy," " the 
cow," "the bird," in trembling, un- 
certain totien, now read, unhesitating- 
ly, long sentences from the board. 
mJ the teacher's lip», as well 
when she wbtspen the words as when 
she speaks aloud. But more marvel- 
ous still, the dumb talk with each 
other. Some forty children out of 
the 110 deaf-mutes at the Institute 
receive instruction in articulation.

The younger 
the pupils. n$ a rule, the easier the 
•a-ik of teaching him, because his 
vocal organs are not bo rusty through 
disease as an adult's. But Miss 
Handy had met with a wonderful 
m in teaching adults. An 
educated lady, a congenital mute, in 
New York, bad learned to talk well 
in six month", and a mm had attain- 
ed good result* from private l< 
given during the evening of two 
winters. No deaf-mute can teach 
another to talk, because he cannot 
hear the sounds. The great power of 
observation possessed by this class en- 
ables them to learn lip-reading more 
.caddy than persona in full possei-si"ii 
of i heir five senses. The superiority 
of this system of teaching deaf-mute« 
cannot be Appreciated till a person 
sees the drilling ami the results 
obtained under the old system of in- 
struction. The deaf -mine knows al- 
most nothing when he enters the in 
siitution. lie has employed a few sign- 
it home to tell of his imperative 
necdM, just as a stranger in a foreign 
country, ignoiaut of the language, 
would find some way <f corn in u incut- 
ing will) tho.-e around him. But the 
mute does not. even know his name. 
How could he r He cannot read, and 
he bat not been taught, to write. On 
entering the institution the sign 
language and penmanship are taught 
simultaneously. The pupil and IDC 
teacher are designated by a sign ex- 
pressive of some peculiarity. Tims, 
the sign language makes a light rotary 
movement of the first finger to mean 
"Miss Handy," or " the teacher with 
curly hair." A long nose, a dimple, 
the wearing of eye-glasses, looks or 
habits, is selected for his sign. This 
is the deaf-mute's method of ab- 
breviation. Many persons think that 
the dumb converse mainly by the use 
of the manual alphabet. This is em- 
ployed, but it is too slow amothod for 
ordinary common Sition. It is much 
easier to pass the fingers over the lips, 
with a downward moim, to express 
"sugar," to draw the fingers over the 
mouth and throat for "thristy," to 
put a hand on the heart for "Jove," 
to shot one eye, for "John Smith," 
John Smith being a classmate who 
has lost the sight of one eye, than to 
r|wjII these words an the fingers 
These signs are taught in the insti- 
tution. The pupil learns also to 
write, and finding, as in the 
Kindergarten system, thr.t words 
are compo -cd of letters, begins to dis- 
sect them and form the letters on 
the board. But. slate and blackboard, 
pencils and paper, are not always at 
hind, so the active fingers, long used 
to tell, in a broken way, the needs of 
their owner, begin to mako the 
manual alphabet. On entering the 
lowest chissroom of the deaf ami 
dumb at the Institution, the visitor 
found the most of the iittle ones busy 
at i he hoards. The teacher, I 
a deaf-mute, had written, " What do 
you want?" "I want a dre.fS,'' "a 
new hat," " bread," were aOMM of the 
answers. Other pupils were mend 
ing broken sentences, supplying words

"unless 1 get into the tunnel the 
powder will not be shot ;"' " unle.-> 
we can have no school to-morrow we 
shall lie glad " — were some of the 
sentences. Only two pupils out of 
moie than a dozen used "unless" 
properly. The-e aberrations of Inn 
•_'uage — " deaf-mutisms," is the tech- 
nical term — crop out, continually in 
the Compositions of the deaf and 
dumb. The Superintendent said thai 
let one of tliatClnaS he educated ever 
so well, be could detect his infirmity 
in his writings. Not. hearing the 
language, an inverted form of eipres 
don will naturally spring np. The 
writer wa-i recently told an anec- 
dote of sonic children of u deaf mute 
who were sent to school. They could 
hear and talk. The father 
received a note from the teacher 
complaining that the children were 
very impudent ; they would p 
in writing queer sentences in their 
compositions. Notwithstanding they 
lad been punished, they continued to 
write SUCh expressions as " Man 
black in riiling was." The 
father replied that, they bail learned 
the habit of their mother, who was 
deaf and dumb. He thought if no 
not ice was taken of these oddities. 
Contact with talking people would 
correct them, and time showed that

These bunglers in s|ieech have learn- 
ed a gootl deal at the institution. 
Kvery school is a miniature world. In 
this world, at the institute, the pupil 
has acquired habits of attention, obe- 
dience, neatness and industry, to say 
nothing of the higher ideas which 
tend to make him a noble man. ,A 
letter written by a little girl in one of 
the deaf-mute classes contained this 
sentence, " I am glad my two sisters 
are in heaven," which startling words 
being interpreted, mean simply 
that i-lie is glad to have lea i red 
that her sisters who had died were in 
heaven, a bit of knowledge more pro 
cioiis than any attainment in gram* 
matical accuracy. The deaf-mute 

who is taught to articulate will be 

guilty of no i leaf unit isms. His te idl- 
er will not use them nor the other 
IKTRons with whom he holds ip 
Ho will express himself as naturally 
is a child who knows nothing of 
grammar as a science. One tenia 
will be added unto him. Instead of 
being ileal and dumb, he will only bs 
deaf, and there is no reason why, 
will) opportunities, he Cannot, become 
master of any branch of learning. 
This system of " pure oral teaching"" 

as it is called in Oivat Britian, origi- 
nated in Germany some thirteen 
years ago, Italy and France adopted 
it, then the United Slates, and l.itei 

yet England. In one of the German 
schools the pupi h are proficient in 
mental arithmetic, the MnestiofM 
l>eing propounded orally. 'I he high 
er grades can not only COV)Vi 
fluently, but excel in geography, his- 
tory, mathematics, natural history 
and naturally philosophy. One class 
in Germany, a short time since, wai 
reading Schiller's " William Tell, " 
and translating i a meter into pniset* 
prove that it was understood. There 
are even instances where a deaf-mute 
has learned to talk in three language*. 
An International (,'ongiess on the 
education of the deaf and dumb was 
hehl in Milan, in September, 1880. 
It was attended by re pre sentative* 

from [''ranee, Germany. Italy, Ameri- 
ca, England and other countries. 
Sixty ho culled mules from a free 
school answered questions orally in 
grammar, derivation, geography, his- 
tory and religion. Many of the old 
pupils of this School, who had been 
taught merely the sign dangu 

p r ese nt. One young man in the 
articulation chus, was asked about 
the well-being of a deaf-mute lister. 
II.: said that she could work a -little,

On the day oTihe writer's visit, a six- 
year old deaf-mnto tried to run away 
from the institution at recess. It 
was his first day in school, and the 
po<>r little fellow was so terribly home- 
sick that the one desire ko escape was 
uppermost in his mind. The older 
doys noticed his movements, and 
capturing him, bore him to the Super 
intciident. Itolli stood ill the door- 
way of the entrance as the visitors 
-lepped into the hall, the warm sun- 
light encircling them, the child lean- 
ing against the Superintendent, whose 
protecting arms were thrown around 
him. When the children came in 
from the r co s sa the Superintendent 
resigned his charge to an older pupil. 
As the little stranger moved on 

through the long hall ho looked back 
•it the Superintendent. No fear was 
expressed in the glance — he was not 

lo be punished for trying to get back 
to his mother's side, but he found a 
fraud in a big man who understood 
his childish heart. So the look said. 
A few days absence from his mother 
would accustom him to his strange 
-urrouiidiiigM, and he would begin to 
enjoy the playmates he Would find - in 
bis new home. The fire of 1875 put 
a stop to the learning of trades in the 
institution. A new building, nearly 
completed, will be the achool-houae in 
i he next school year, and the building 
now used for that, purpn.se will be 
converted into workshops. The cul- 
ture attained it) the schoolroom will 
help i bene unfortunate youths to earn 
a livelihood ; but it should ho sup- 
plemented by trades. These boys 
are too old when they leave school to 
be received as apprentices — if, indeed, 
any person could be found so humane 
as to take the pains lo teach those 
with whom they must communicate 
by writing. The Superintendent is 
now co re.'pmd ng with the best insti- 
tutions for deaf ■mul.es in this coun- 
try and Europe, trying to evolve a 
n of manual instruction by 

which the boys under his charge* can 
be taught trades to enable them to 
support themselves.

i-O'ind in his life. By this means he 
ould hi ar what others i-aid. A 
young lady w 'e music mi the piano 
md be commenced daociog, and said 
be could I" ar it all.

He said : " There is a young lady 
in Cincinnati, who was born without 
any aural Opening in her head, or any 
sign of ears. She uses one of the 
d-'iitaphonew, and hears plainly." 

Daring my connection with the 
Virginia Institution, a weulthy farmer 
living ne ir Stiiinton, Va., once lold 
me that be would give any money if 
1 could have my ears successfully 
• p ueil. 

In one of my missionary journeys, 
I met a dc<ll runic girl U I nuked her 
how she loht her bearim?, and she re 
plied that she put a mere corn in one 
of her ears which caused her deaf- 

During my brief sojourn in New 
()< Ie us, I called on sevi ral deaf mules, 
among whom were Mr. tad Mrs. 
LobraOA Mr. and Mrs. Harris, Mr. 
and Mrs. Will, and Messrs. Mircy, 
Oarraway, and others. 

Ofl Thursday night, the 7th inst,., 
I held a private service for deaf-mutes 
in that city, I finding it impossible to 
hold the usual services on account of 
B t«ter week. 

Ofl the night of the 8th inst, I 

enjoyed spicy si^n abate with Mr. 
Dobyaa, tkw Principal of the Missis 
sippi Institution, and his officers, and 
VIish MatUe Slate, of Oxford, iu Jack- 
son. 

It was a very charming EaRter 
morning when we omhirked at New 
Oilcans, and we had a very fine run 
down the Mississippi Kiver and 811 
lered this Gulf b-fore sunset. The 
was setting iu its majestic glory.

; .laying in their own way, a small 
school of porpoises, which looked as if 
glad to welcome us as their aquatic 
companions. There f was told that 
we should reach Vera Cruz in about 
live days. 

Our Stesmsfaip has been doing well 

as a seaworthy vessel, and bus often 

bt en under steam ami sail at the same 

time. 

On board this ship is a large num- 



ber of passengers, most of whom arc 
native Mexicans, in some of whom 
I have found well refined gentlemen 
and Indies. 

One of our gentleman passengers 
told me by spelling on his fingers 
that he was well acquainted with 
Supt. Perry, of the Ohio Inst., and 
his little Wife. lie honied at Tii-p.tn. 
more thnn one hundred miles north 
of Vera Cruz 

Another said that he knew the 
Allisons and Flemings, of Jackson, 
Tenn, for whose benefit I have twice 
officiated in that place. 

Twelve of these passengers landed 
at Tampico to superintend the con- 
struction of a new railroad from that 
place to the Pacific Ocean, I believe. 

The purser of this ship recognized 
me as soor as I set foot on board. 
He said he met me at the Continental 
Hotel, New York City. He is very 
kind to me, and is doing all he cm lo 
umko my voyage pleasant. I nm, 
thank God, almost, always fortunate 
enough to meet with former acquain- 
tances far away from home. 

I should have said that just, nfter 
the close of the Mexican War, I and 
my wife travelled from BrowiiKville, 
I'enn., to Cumberland, Md., by stage, 
iu company with Mrw. Giles who 
hoisted the first. U. S. flag on the soil 
>.f Mexico At Tampico, her husband. 
General Gates, who took possession 
of that place at the hoisting of the 
flag, accompanying her home. They 
were both pleasant traveling com- 
panions to UH. 

One of three or four gentlemen 
who lust Tuesday got on board on I 
ship from Bagdad in a schooner, told 
mo that there was a smart deaf anil 
dumb girl thirteen years old in Mata- 
moros, Mexico. 

' The mail agent, on board, says that, 
there is a deaf and dumb school in the 
City of Mexico, and that the direeloi 
of the school is Mr. Alcnmz. He muy 
go up to Mexico this time, if so he 
will take me to the school. I asked 
him how the school whs supported, and 
he said ' by the government." I may 
hear of more schools of this class. 

The purser Said he once lived in 
Mexico and had a deaf-mute for wait- 
er at a hotel. He had never been 
taught to use the alphabet, but had 
signs of his own for the different 
articles of food, and they understood 
him very well. 

A fine-looking Mexican gentleman 
with a light olive countenance, spelt 
Spanish on his lagON before me, and 
I had to return the same to him ia 
this way. 

One of our fellow-passengers told 
the Purser that there lived in Tuxpan, 
Mexico a deaf and dumb woman who 
had never been taught to write and 
read, she being a cook in a private 
family. 

I have just been told that there are 
uneducated deaf and dumb men iu 
Vera Cruz. 

From what I have heard, I believe 
there are many deafmnten in Mexico. 
I expect to hear of more when I get 
to tho cupital. 

A gentleman, apparently of Spanish 
origin, told me yesterday that there 
was a good deaf and dumb hc.Iio, il in 
Havana, Cuba. He gave me a letter 
of introduction in Spanish to the Bead

Ho, though 
very old, is of more than ordinary 
They use their shields in hand to 
hand combat — their favorite way of 
lighting. When on the march, the 
provisions, sleeping nials, etc , are car- 
ried by lads who follow each regiment 
and assist in driving the caitle on 
which the men principally depend for 
food. They charge in columns ill 
battle, and the hind ranks must rush 
over the men of the front ranks if 
they fall, on pain of death to every 
warrior upon returning home. 

It, is a very curious fact that Napo- 
leon I. was indirectly the cause of the 
formation of the Zulu nation, and that 
the Prince Imperial was killed while 
fighting against them in a quarrel in 
which he had not the slightest in

The name of Zulus orginated with 
a sniiill community of the Knllir race 
in soul hern Africa, and was spread 
by war and conquest until it became 
10 name of a largo nation. The 
word in the native language mean* 
•' Heaven/' and is as much as to s.-iy. 
•' We, the Celestials." The nation ii- 
a modern one. Their history begins 
with tho exploits of Chaka, who win 
born in 1787. His father was Usen- 
zangacoiia, the chief of a small tribe 
dwelling on the sea coast, had about 
thirty wives and two hundred chil- 
dren. Of coarse, in such a large 
household there wine plenty oT quar- 
rels, and by some means, OliakaV 
inoi her incurred the anger of her hus- 
band and was forced lo fly, in ordei 
to save her life, to a neighboring 
tribe accompanied by her son, at, that 
lime a mere boy. The chief of this 
tribe, who rejoiced in the musical 
name Of Udmgiswayo, caused Chakll 

10 be instructed in all the accomplish- 
ments usually taught an African 
prince. Having heard through some 

English sailors of Napoleon Bona- 
parte and his exploits, the Zulu 

prince determined to follow his ex 

ample, and found an empire in Afri- 
ca. On I he death of his father, he 
returned to bis tribe, and began 

eeedings by turning out his 

brother from the chieftainship. Hi 

conquered and annexed a great many 

tribes and was a I borough paced ty 
rant. On one OCCafion, be ordered a 
hundred and seventy boys and girls 
to bo put to death for some offence 
of their parent! against his most 
gracious majesty. Wliei the E&nglisll 
told him of the overthrow of Napo- 
leon he remarked, '• Yes, I see now 
there are only two great, cities in all 
the earth ; my brother, King George, 
is king of all the whiles; and I, 
Chaka. am king of the blacks." At 
last the Zulus grew weary of the 
bloody executions, wliicl) Chaka 

onieiid on the slightest pretence or 

no pretence at. all, and his brothers. 
Uinhhingatie and IJiugaaii, assisted 
by some of the nobles, put him to 
death in 1838. Having got rid of 
him, bis affectionate brothers fought 
a duel in order to decide which 
should he Wing, and Duigaan killed 
the other and thus inherited the 
kingdom. He was not as warlike as 
(Jhaka. bujjhis taste for executions 
Maf quite ai great, and the execu- 
tioner had his hands full while he 
lived. A list, of the Zulu kings 
ni of the above 
I execiit ons. 
1*1*0, ZiWus are ah >vo every thing 
else a military nation. By Chaka « 
lawa it Was victory or death. Whole 
regiments were pat to death by his 

orders for the crime of being defeat- 
ed in hauler so the Zulus literally 
fought wrtfi a rope around their 
necks. The Zulu army is fluid to 
consist of 10,000 Warriors. Besides 
there are two Uoyal regiments. 
The army contains men of all ages; 
some are (pule old while others are 
mere boys.

Ill early limes, the Zulus, like 1 1 1 . ■ 
rest of the Kaffirs, used throwing 
javelins, of which they carried a bun- 
dle into i he battle field. Chaka tried 

an experiment. He armed a regi- 
ment with sticks representing a short 

stout .stubbing assegai or javi lin. and 
another wiih sticks intended to bo 
thrown. TI' iicnl.s were then 

ordered to engage \n a mock light, 
and after a tune, I he king sent men 
. e which had the most marks on 

their bodies. It was found that the 

short sticks had the best of it, and 

henceforth the abort assegai was the 

peculiar arm of the Zulu warrior, and 
if he leaves it, Oil the battle Held he is 
punished with deal h. It is reserved 
for close quattorl, and is never parted 
with. Besides the assegai, they carry 
some to throw at a distance, and are 

also armed with Brearms.of various 

kinds and pal.lerns, from old in 
up to the best modeled rifle. I''"i 
protection, the Zulu warrior carries a 
Shield of great nze and sin 
made of tough ox hide stretched over 
a framework of wood, and pierced 

down the centre with eyelet holes.
